and of rewarding them by Academical Degrees as evidence of 
their respective attainments, and marks of honour proportioned 
thereunto , and whereas, for effectuating the purposes aforesaid, 
it is expedient that such University should be incorporated: 
It is enacted as follows . (that is to say) —

4 If any Faculty omit to elect a Pi esident before the Annual 
Meeting of the Senate, or, in case the office should become vacant 
during the year, to elect a President for the rest of the year, 
within one month after the vacancy occurs, the Vice-Chancellor 
may appoint any Member of such Faculty to be its President.

8. All meetings of the Boards shall be convened through 
the Registrar, who shall keep a record of the proceedings of the

BOARD OF ACCOUNTS 

1 A Board of Accounts consisting of three Fellows of the 
University, not being members of the Syndicate, shall be appoint- 
ed annually by the Senate at its Annual Meeting 

2 The Board shall meet ordinarily once in three months, and at 
other times when convened by the Vice-Chancellor. The three 
members shall constitute a quorum 

3 The Board shall prepare the Univeisity Budget, examine 
and audit the University Accounts and the Accounts of Endow- 
ments and Trust Funds, consider ways and meana and the finan- 
ce effects of any important measures in contemplation, and 
m „ke recommendations, when necessary, to the Syndicate on all 
matters relating to the finances of the Univeisity It shall also 
make an annual repout to the Senate on the special features of the 
finances of the list preceding year.

3 The Syndicate shall nfeet ordinarily once a month, and at 
other times when convened by the Vice-Chancellor, or in his 
absence fiom Calcutta, or when the office of Vice-Chancellor 
should happen to be vacant, by the Senior Member of the Syndi- 
cate 

4 All members of the Syndicate must be resident m or near 
Calcutta If any member ber temporarily absent from Calcutta, 
the President of his Faculty piay appoint a Member to officiate 
during his absence Should the period of absence exceed three 
months, the Vice-Chancellor may declare his place vacant. 

5 On every vaoancy in the Syndicate, caused by death, resig- 
nation, absence from Calcutta, or otherwise, the Faculty, by whom 
the Member causing the vacancy was elected, shall proceed to 

.elect a new Member for the remainder of the current year. 

6 If any Faculty omit to elect a Member of the Syndicate 
within one month afer a vacancy occurs, the Vice-Chancellor may 
appoint ono from among the Members of that Faculty 

7. Four Members of the Syndicate shall constitute aN^uorum, 
and all questions shall be decided by a majority of the votes of 
the Members present 

ft. The Vice-Chancellor, or, m his absence, the Senior* Fellow 
present shall presidfl at all Meetings of the Syndicate, and if the 
votes, including that of the President, are equally divided, the 
President shall have a casting vote

9. It Bhall be the duty of the Syndicate to appoint, and if 
necessary to* remove, the Examiners and all other officers of the 
University, except the Registrar , to make rales for the conduct 
of examinations m conformity with the Regulations, and to fix the 
times at which they shall be held , to grant Degrees, Honours, 
and Rewards , to keep the Accounts of the University , and to 
correspond on the business of the University with the Government 
and all other authorities and persons.

PASSED BY THE SYNDICATE 

(i) ARTS 

I.— GENERAL 

(a) Appointment of Examinees 

1 In May of each year the Syndicate shall appoint gentlemen to set 
the question papers m all the subjects of the Arts Examinations of the 
current academical year 

2 No gonilewnan shall be appointed to set a paper in a subject of 

which ho teaches the whole or a part • 

3 Not leas than a month beforo the commencement of the Arts E\ami 
nations, the S> ndicate shall appoint examiners to look over the answer papers 
of the candidates 

Four Head Examiners shall bo appointed to superintend the work of the 
Entinnce cxaimneis, one in each of tlio following subjects — 

(1) English f | (3) Sanskrit and Bengali 

( 2 } Mathematics j (4) History and Goography 

Separate examiners shall be appointed in English and in Philosophy to 
examino Honour and Pass paperB m the B A E\ munition 

The B A Pass papers in Englfsh and m Philosophy shall each he divided 
into li lives, and one examiner shall be appointed to examine the answers to 
each half paper 


(b) Setting Papers 

4 Gentlemen appointed to set the examination papers are requested to 
write inJLhe margin opposito to each question the maximum number of marks 
they intend to assign to it 

6 The papers sot should be such as candidates can reasonably be expected 
to f iswer within the time allotted 

j The questions in each subject should bo fairly distributed over the 
whole course m that subject, and should, as far as possible, conform to the 
standard of pievious ye irs Gentlemen setting papors are requested to guide 
themselves by the text book or portions of the text book presen bed by the 
Syndicate ns co\ cung the syllabus Where two or more alternative text- 
books or groups of text boohs aie prescribed in lany subject, the examination 
questions shall be so framed as to be capable of being answered out of any 
one of the pi escribed text-books or groups of text books 
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7 The examination papers, m duplicate, written very legibly on one Bide 
only of foolscap paper, are to be sent by post in a sealed and registered 
doable cover to the Registrar at his private residence No oopy of any ex- 
amination paper is to be retained by the gentleman setting it 

6 When two or more persons are appointed to set papers m any subject 
for the F A , B A or M A Examination, it shall be then joint duty to 
moderate the papers set by them m consultation with each other, and to see 
that the papers set by them conform to the conditions laid down by the 
University for such examination, and that the standard of questions set re- 
mams appioximately uniform from year to year 

(c) Examination op Papers 

9 The examiners will be expected to be present m Calcutta during the 
examination in 4he subjects for which they have been specially appointed 

10 When two or more examiners are appointed to examine answers to the 
Bame question papfer, they Bhall meet as Boon as possible after the examination 
to decide upon a uniform system of marking 

They shall elect one of their number to act as Chairman, whose duty it 
shall be to decide all questions that arise after the meeting of the examiners, 
and to forward to the Registrar a oopy of the rules agreed upon at the meeting. 

In the case of the Entrance Examination, the Head Examintjj shall be 
ex officio Chairman 

In the B A Examination, the two examiners specifically appointed for 
each of the Pass papers m English and m Philosophy, shall be required to

14 As soon as the results have been tabulated, the Register shall 
prepare a list of the candidates who have failed m one subject Only, and m 
order to guard against any possible inaccuracy, their papers in that subject 
shall be re examined by ^the original examiners, or by the Head Examiners, 
on the method of marking already adopted, and without any alteration 
of the standard 

To facilitate thfi work of re examination, the examiners, or the Head 
Examiners, as the oase may be, shall keep the answer papers of the can- 
didates arranged m the order m which their names appear on the roll 

The answer papers shall be returned to the Registrar as soon as the 
work of re-examination is over 
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15 Six weeks before the Entrance, F A and B A Examinations 
take place, the Syndicate shall fix the latest date for sending in marks 
The time allowed for the re-examination of answer papers Bhall be four

If any examiner fails to send m his marks within the limitB of time 
prescribed for examination and re examination, the amount of his remunera- 
tion shall be reduced by Rs 16 for each day by which he exceeds that period , 

16 Each Examiner shall write his name and the subject of examination 
at the foot of every page of his roll 

17 No entry shall be made in the roll against the name of any candi- 
date from whom no papei is received 

18 Examiners are requested to keep the result of the examination and 

the marks assigned to candidates sti idly secret * 

19 Not less than a month before the commencement of the Entrance 
and F A Examinations, the Syndicate shall appoint, from Among the repre- 
sentatives of the Faculty of Arts, four Moderators The Moderators, in con- 
sultation with the Registrai, shall be empowered to pass candidates who have 
failed m one subject only m either of the above examinations, by the addition 
of grace marks If the Moderators and the Register are not unanimous on 
any point, it shall be referred to the Syndicate at their next meeting

UNIVERSITY LIBRARY. 

B«bu Joykissen Mookerjee, of Ooterpara, made a donation of Rs 5,000 
to the University, on the 20tli July, 1869, for the purpose of forming a 
Library The amount was invested in four per cent securities till the 
completion of the Univeisity building 

In 1874, the sum of Rs. 3,500 was added to the Library Fund from the sur- 
plus income of the University of that year, and the Syndicate, having thus at 
their disposal more than Ns 9,000, appointed a Committee to report on the 
steps it was advisable to take to form a Libr iry The Committee repoi ted (see 
Minutts, Vol XVI II, page 22) that they thought “it desirable to begin with 
pro( tiling such books as shall render the Calcutta University Library Supple- 
mental y to other Libraries note existing in Calcutta n The general principles 
laid down by the Committee, and the mode of procedure they pioposed for ad- 
option, were approved by the Syndicate, and further transfers have, fiom 
year to >ear, been nade to the Library Fund from the surplus income of the 
University Several instalments of bookB have been received, and the Library 
now contains, besides English works of reference, and the chief anthoi lties, 
on Indian antiquities, fairly complete sets of the Sanskrit, Arabic, Latin, 
French, and German classics The following Regulations have been approved

PREMCHAND ROYCHAND STUDENTSHIPS. 

Premchand Roychand, Esq , of Bombay, in a letter to the Government of 
India, offered to make a donation of two lakhs of Rupees to the Calcutta 
University, and on the 9th February, 1866, paid over thiB amount to the 
Government of India, to be transferred to the University, and held by it as a 
Body Corporate under section 2 of Act II of 1857 Mr Premchand Roychand 
farther expressed a hope “ that the money should be devoted to some one 
large object or to a portion of some large object for which it might in itself 
be insufficient ** 

The Senate, at a meeting on the 21st July, 1866, accepted Mr Premchand 
Roychand’s munificent donation, and directed that it should be invested m 5 
per cent Government Securities The Senate at a meeting on the 31st 
December, 1892, sanctioned the following plan for appiopnatmg the proceeds 
of the donation — 

1 Five Studentships of Rs # 1,600 a year each, to be called the Prem- 
chand Roychand Studentships, shall be maintained on the intei eat of the 
endowment 

2 Any graduate of the University of Calcutta, who has been admitted to 
the degree of Master or Doctor in any faculty, shall be eligible for only one 
of these Studentships during twelve years from the time that he passed the 
Entrance Examination 

3 Each studentship shall be tqnable, in the first instance, for two years, 
during which the student will be expected to carry on somo special investiga- 
tion or work in the subject or subjects in which the Studentship was 
awarded The studentship shall be extended for a further period of three 
years provided the student satisfies the Syndicate tlia^s he has earned out 
such investigation or work, and he continues it during this further period 
At the end of each year after tho first year, the student shall submit to the 
Syndicate report of the work in which he has been engaged during that year 

4 One election shall be made annually after examination, piovided any 
one candidate be declared by the Examiners to be entitled to a Studentship 
Should the Examiners m any year report that no candidate has, m their 
opinion, shown sufficient proficiency to entitle him to a Studentship, it shall

II — A Scholarship of Rs 15 a month, tenable for one year by the Btudent 
who shall obtain in the First Arts Examination the highest number of marks 
in Mathematics 

III — A Scholarship of Rs 15 a month, tenable for one year by the student

The Hon’ble Prosnnno Coomar Tagore, C& I , bequeathed, by his will, to the 
University, a monthly allowance of Rs 1,000, fur the purpose of founding a 
Professorship of Law in connection with the University, to be called the 
“ Tagore Law Professorship ” The terms of the bequest are given in the fol- 
lowing extract from the will — 

“lam desirous of founding a Law Professorship, to be called 1 The Tagore 
Law Professorship,’ and of providing an adequate remuneration for the 
Professor who shall fill the chair provided by me I direct that my Trustees or 
Trustee do, and shall, ns soon as may conveniently be after my death, invest, m 
Government Securities, such a sum of money taken from my personalty or 
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by degrees from the income of my real estate, at the discretion of my Trustees, 
or Trustee, as will produce the monthly sum of 11s 1,000, and that when 
snoh sum has been invested, the same may be assigned, transferred, and 
made over to the Umveisity of Calcutti, to be held upon the following 
trusts, that is to say In trust to pay out of the interest accruing due 
therefrom the annual sum of Rs 10,000* by equal monthly payments to the 
Tagore Law Professoi, for the time being and in trust to apply the residue 
of the interests in the rntymer heiemaftei mentioned And 1 desire that 
until such sum shall have been so invested and made over as heieinbefoie 
directed, my said Trustees or Trustee shall, either from the pioceeds of 
my personal estate or from the rents, issues, and profits arising from my real 
property, pay the sum of Rs 1,000 a month to the University of Calcutta, 
to be applied by the University in the same manner and for the same pm posos 
as the interest to acciue due from the fuuds which l have hereinbefore 
directed to be made over to the University And I declare that the light of 
appointing a Piofessor to the said ‘Tagore Law Professorship,* and 
removing or dismissing the incumbent therefrom shall be vested m the 
Senate of the University And that the first appointment shall be made 
so as to begin to take effect not later than the end of one year from the 
date of mj death, my will is that the ‘ Tagore Law Professor* shall lead or 
deliver at Borne place within the town of Calcutta one complete Courso of 
Law Lectmes, withont charge, to the students and other persons who may 
attend suoli lectures Within six months after the delivery of each comse of 
lectures, the lectures shall be printed, and not loss than 500 copies thereof 
shall be distnbntedf gi ituitously I desire that tho expense of such printing 
and distribution may be defrayed out of the residue of the annual interest 
of the said fund Whatever portion of the residue may remain- after defray- 
ing the expenses, I desire that it may be devoted to the printing and publica- 
tion of approved works on Law or Jurisprudence It is my will that tho 
said * Tagore Law Professorship* shall, save as heiem provided, be, as to tho 
kind of law which is to be taught *and in all other matters and things, 
regulated by and subject to the control ot the Senate of tho said University ’* 

The Senate has adopted the following scheme for Lectures — 

1 In the month of May in each year, tho Faculty of Law shall select 
not more than three subjects, upon one of which tho •Piotessm for tho 
following year shall be required to deliver a course of at least twelve lectures 

2 Immediately after the subject oi subjects shall have been thus selected, 
advertisements Bhall be published m such newspapers as the Syndunte may 
think proper, stating the subject or subjects so seloctod, and inviting appli- 
cations from candidates for the professorship 

3 Candidates shall send in their applications to the Registrar on or 
before the 1st May following, and each candidato shall forward with his 
application one hundred copies of a brief synopsis of his proposed lecluics, 
and, if he so pleases, the same number of copies of his introductory lectnio 

4 The copies of the introductory lecture and the brief synopsis so sent 
shall be referred to a Committee of the Faculty of Liw, consisting of five 
members to be chosen by the Faculty, who shall consider tho s'lin# and 
report thereon to the Faculty, who shall recommend a candidate to tho 
Senate for election 

6 The election of the Professor shall take place m the month of August

HEMANTAKUMAR MEDAL 


On the 5th November, 1887, Dr Ganga Persaud Mookerjee, of Bhowam- 
pore, made over to the University three Government Securities of the four

SARADA PRASAD SCHOLARSHIP AND PRIZES 
The late Baba Sarada Prasad Roy, Zemindar of Chakdighi, bequeathed 
by his will to the University a sum of Rs 5,000, which it was left to the 
Syndicate to utilise m the best way they thought fit In February, 1885, the 
U mverBity reoeived from Babu Lalit Mohan Roy, the heir of the deceased, 
a Government Promissory Note for Rs 5,000, and m April, 1888, the Com- 
missioner of Burdwan forwarded the interest on the same, amounting to 
Rs 3,500 The capital at the disposal of the University thus stood at 
Rs 8,500 After oonBultation with Babu Lalit Mohan Roy, it was determin- 
ed to found a scholarship of the value of Rs 10 a month, to be called the 
Sarada Prasad Scholarship, to be awarded annually to that one of the success- 
ful candidates for the First Examination in Arts who having passed the

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Entrance Examination from the Chakdighi Higher Class English School, bad 
prosecuted his studies in an affiliated College for a period of two years j and 
in case no snocessfnrstndent appeared from that school, to that one among 
the successful candidates for the F. A who had passed the Entrance Examina- 
tion with the greatest credit from the Burdwan District 

It wns also determined to apply the balance which remained, amounting to 
Rs 80, every year to the foundation of four prizes of books, to be called the 
Sarada Prasad Prizes, to be awarded to the four successful candidates who 
stood highest in the subjects of Physics, Chemistry, Logic and History respec- 
tively As no separate examination m Chemistry was to be held until 1891, 
it was decided that two prizes should be given, up to that year, to the two 
highest candidates in the subject of Physics

SIBLEY SCHOLARSHIP 0 

The late Mr George Sibley, formerly a Fellow of the University, be- 
queathed nil his shares m the Ghoosery Cotton .Mills Company, “ Limited,” 
to. tlie Senate of the University “ upon trust to found Scholarships of the 
v due of Rs 50 per mensem for graduates of the University m Civil Engineer- 
ing, with power to divert from time to time any portion of the moome not 
exceeding an equal moiety in any other way which may, in the opinion of 
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the Senate, be better calculated to farther the study of Engineering Science 
among the natives of India ” At the time of his death Mr Sibley owned 
225 shares in the above named Company, their nominal value being Rs 200 
each Of these, 25 shares had to be sold to meet the claim of the Inland 
Revenue authorities in England, demanding a legacy duty of 10 per cent of 
tho value of the shares and of the amount ot any dividends received or 
accrued smoe the testator’s death, and to pay the Attorney’s bill of costs 
The remaining 200 shares, together with dividend warrants for Rs 800, 
were mode over to the Secretary and Treasurer, Bank of Bengal, with 
instructions to sell the shares at their market value, and to invest the 
sale proceeds and the amount of dividends in the 4 (reduced to 3}) per 
cent loan of 1865. The Faculty of Engineering at their meeting held on 
the 22nd March, 1893, recommended to the Syndicate that out of the interest 
of the above endowment, one Scholarship (to be called the Sibley Scholarship) 
of Rs 30 a month, tenable for two years, be awarded annually (1) to any 
B E at the end of his practical course who attends and works regularly in an 
electrical laboratory or in an electrical workshop , or (2) to any B E who 
is bond fide working in a mine The selection of the scholais to be according 
to their standing m the B E Examination, and each scholar to be required 
to submit to the Registrar a certificate of good conduct at the end of each 
month The Scholarship to be forfeited if the conditions on which it is 
gi anted cease to be observed 

The recommendation <of the Faculty of Engineering was adopted by the 
Syndicate at their meeting held on the 8th April, 1893 


BIHARILAL BOSE MEMORIAL SCHOLARSHIP 

Tho late Babn Biharilal Bose, Vakil of the Calcutta High Court bequeathed 
by his will to the University a sum of Rs 3,000 in 3J per cent Government 
Promissory Notes (reduced to 3 per cent ) in order to found a scholarship 
of Lts 3-8 a month tenable for two years, to be called the " Biharilal Bose 
Memorial boholarship ” to be awarded to the boy who passes the Entrance 
Examination from the Konnagar English School, bin fails to obtain a

AFFILIATION OF THE UNIVERSITY 

OF CALCUTTA TO THE UNIVERSITIES OF OXFORD 
AND CAMBRIDGE. 

(1) University of Oxford. 

In a Convocation of the University of Oxford held on the 21st May, 1889, 
it was decreed that the University of Calcutta be admitted to the privileges 
of a Colonial University under the following provisions of Statt Tit II, 
Sect. VII On Colonial and Indian Universities 

1 Any University situated m any part of the British Dominions other 
than the United Kingdom may apply to this University to be admitted to 
the privileges of thiB Section of the Statutes 

2 The application shall be addressed to the Vice-Chancellor, who shall 
report the same to the Hebdomadal Council 

3 The Hebdomadal Council, after considering such application and 
after making such enquiry as it shall deem necessary, shall, if it think fit, 
propose to Convocation that the University so applying Bhall be admitted to 
the privileges of this section of the Statutes 

4. (a) Any person who shall have pursued during two full years a course 
of study prescribed by a University, which has been admitted to the privi- 
leges of this section, and shall have passed all the Examinations connected 
with the course, may, although lie shall not have been matriculated, or 
have satisfied the Masters of the Sohools at Responsions or in an additional 
Subject, be admitted to any one or more of the following Examinations, 
viz , any part of the First Public Examination, any Preliminary Examination 
in the Second Public Examination • 

(b) Any such peison who Bhall either have passed the Examination of 
Candidates not seeking Honours m the First Public Examination, or have 
obtamed Honours in Greek and Latin Literature or m Mathematics m that 
Examination, or have passed a Preliminary Examination in the Second 
Public Examination, shall, if he is matriculated not later than the Michael- 
mas Term next following, be entitled to the following privilege, viz , the 
Term in which he is matriculated shall be reckoned, for the purposes of 
any provisions respecting the standing of members of the University, as the 
fifth Term from Ins matriculation 

(e) Any person who shall have been matnonlated nnder the provisions 
of clause (b) may be admitted to any part of the Second Pnblio Examination 
if he has passed Responsions, or one of the Examinations which undee^Statt 
Tit I, Sect I, give exemption from Responsions, or has passed the Examina- 
tion of Candidates not seeking Hononrs in the First Pnblio Examination, or 
has obtained Honours iu Greek and Latm Literature in that Examination, or 
has passed a Preliminary Examination, having satisfied the Examiners in 
a Greek Book, and if he has also passed the Examination in Holy Scripture 
(or in a book off erecb instead thereof) , provided that he shall not be admit- 
ted to the Fiual Honour Examination in the School of Nituial Science until 
lie has passed the Preliminary Examination m that School 

(d) Any person who shall have been admitted to the second Public 
Examination nnder the provisions of clause (c) shall be entitled to suppli- 
cate for the degree of Bachelor of Arts so soon as he shall have passed the 
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Seoond Public Examination and shall have kept statntable residence for eight 
Terms, provided that he has obtained Honours either in the First or in the 
Second Public Examination 

6 The Delegates of Local Examinations shall make regulations respect- 
ing — 

(1) The registration of persons who have been matriculated under the 
provisions of this section. 

(2) The granting of certificates to such persons showing that they have 
satisfied the special conditions under which they are admitted to the Univer- 
sity Examinations, or under which they are entitled to supplicate for the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts 

(3) The sending in of names to the Proctor and the producing of certi- 
ficates to the Proctor by, or on behalf of, persons who avail themselves of the 
privileges granted by this section 

6 So person already matriculated in this University shall be admitted as 
a Candidate in the First Public Examination under the provisions of this 
statute 

7 Any University admitted to the privileges conferred by this section 
of the Statutos may at any time renounce such privileges, and this Univer- 
sity may at any time withdraw the same by a vote of Convocation

(11) University of Cambridge 

On the 28th February, 1895, the following revised Regulations were adopt- 
ed by the Senate of the University of Cambridge for the affiliation of the 
Calcutta University — 

1 That the University of Calcutta be adopted as an institution affiliated 
to the University of Cambridge 

2 That any matriculated student of the University of Calcutta be 
entitled to be admitted to the privileges of affiliation who has (1) in accord- 
ance with the Regulations of that University studied for not less than two 
years at one or more institutions for tho education of adult students affiliated 
up to the BA.

* This Institution was founded m 1836, and was originally supported from 
funds bequeathed by Muhammad Mohsin, a wealthy Muhammadan gentleman, 
who dying without heirs in the year 1806, left his large property, yielding 
an annual income of Rs 45,000, to Muhammadan Trustees “ for the service 
of God ” Owing to the misappropriation of the funds Government assumed 
the office of Trustees The right of assumption was opposed by the original 
Trustet s, but upheld both by the Courts in India and by the Privy Council in 
England The period of litigation extended over many years, daring which 
the annual income accumulated, forming a surplus of Rs 8,61,100 The 
Burplaj was devoted to the foundation and endowment of the Hughli College, 
and was further increased by a portion of the original zemmdaree that 
became available on the death of one of the Mootawallees of the Hughli 
Imambarah, an Institution whioh also derive^ its support from Muhammad 
Mohsin’s legacy The College endowment was further increased by the 
accumulation of unexpended revenue, until the income amounted to Rs 
61,000 per annum In 1873 the Government of IndiA resolved to transfer 
the whole of the Mohsin endowment to the purpose of Muhammadan educa- 
tion throughout Bengal, and accordingly increased the provincial assignment 
for education in Bengal by Rs 60,000 a year, in order to meet the expenses 
of the Hughli College, which has now become an Institution maintained by 
the Go\ eminent 
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The College consists of threo Dep irtments, an English, an Arabic, 
and a Law Department, and is under the control of the Director of Public 
Institution, Bengal The English Department is open to all students 
who have passed the University Entrance Examination, the fees being two 
rapees pel mensem for Muhammadans up to a limit of 17, and Rs 6 for all 
others In the Law Department the fee is Rs 5 per mensem for the 1st year 
class and Rs 7 for the 2nd and 3rd year classes 

There are Hindu and Muhammadan Hostels connected with the College, 
the boarding fee m the former is Rs 5-8 per mensem, and m the latter Rs 3 8, 
subject to enhancement, according to enhanced rates of food articles

The College is supported by Government, and is under the control of the 
Director of Public Instmction, Bengal 

It was onginally opened as a school, by the General Committee of Public 
Instruction, m the year 1835 In 1841 it was converted into a College, when 
a Princip il was appointed, and an increase made to the staff of teachers 
The College building was erected partly by public subscription m 1841 
Any undergraduate of the University may be admitted, and instruction 
is given up to the standard of the M A Examination of the University 
of Calcutta Lectnrcs in Law also are delivered, and students are prepared 
for the B L Examination 

Students in the General Department pay a monthly fee of Rs 6, and m 
the Iibrw Department, of Rs 5 

A silver medal, called the Donnelly Prize, the value of the interest on 
Rs 500 subscubed by tne native assistants of the late Abkaroe Commission- 
er’s Office, m memory of the late A F Donnelly, Esq , end a prize, called the 
Lewis Prize, the value of the interest on Rs 500 subscribed by students of 
the College, in memory of G Lewis, Esq , one of the former Principals of 
the College, are awarded annually— the former for proficiency in History,

Attached to the College is a Hindu HoBtel, the boarder's fee for which 
is Us 5 a month Bai Rajib Lochun Rny, Bahadur, the geuerons Dowan of 
Her Highness the Mnharam Swarnamayi, C I , of« Cossim bazar, died in 1881, 
leaving the sum of Bs 15,000 to the Berhampur College, the interest to be 
UBed for assisting deserving stndents 

The interest of this sum is used in giving five scholarships of Bs 4 a 
month each, to the five students who gain the highest marks among the 
candidates who compete for the Entrance Examination from the Berhampur 
centre Each student retains Ins scholarship for Lwo years, on condition that 
ho continues for that time m the Berhampur College, after passing the 
Entrance Examination Full infoimation about these scholarships will be 
obtained by referring to the Calcutta Gazette , dated 10th December, 1884,

In pursuance of the policy recommended by the Education Commission 
and adopted by the Government of India, the Bengal Government decided 
in 1886 to tiunsfer the Berhampur College to private management The 
munificent offer of Hei Highness tlio Mahar&m Swarnamayi, 0 1 , of Cossim- 
bayar to maintain the College for five years was accepted 

Accoidingly, by a Bengal Government Resolution, dated the 14th May, 
1887, the control of the College, administrative and financial, was vested in 
a Board of Trustees nominated by the Mnharam The Board consists of the 
District Magistrate and the District Judge for the time being, Babu 
Baikantnatli Sen, B L , Bai Srinath Pal, Bahadur, B L , and Babu Budhika- 
chaian Sen, Zemindar It was under the management of the Board of 
Trustees that the Institution waB restored to its former status as a first grade 
College

This College is attached to the Pn rental Academic Institution, a day and 
boarding school which was established on the 1 st March, 1823, by a body of 
Christian parents who were anxious to secure for their children the benefits 
of a liberal education, its affairs being conducted by a Committee of Manage- 
ment elected chiefly from among the paronts 

In 1855 a legacy of rupees two lakhs and thirty thousand was bequeathed 
to the Institution by the late Captain John Doveton, which enabled the Com- 
mittee of Management to extend its Bphere of usefulness by the addition, in 
1856, of an Infaut School or Initiatory Department, and the establishment of 
a College Department, named m honour of the donor A few years later a 
Girls’ Department was added 

In 1871 other bequests were made to the Institution by the late Mr 
Lawrence Augustus de Souza, of the Firm of Messrs Thomas de Sonza and 
Sons of Calcntta These consist, flrBt, of the interest on a sum of rnpees 
three lakhs, made permanently applicable to the maintenance aud education 
of a certain number of boys and girls of East Indiun paronts of a certain 
class, who are admitted as boarders on the “ Lawience de Sonza foundation,” 
at the age of 10 , and kept at school till the age of 18 , and, secondly, of the 
interest on a sum of 11 b 15,000 for the establishment of a scholarship in 
English literature, styled the “ Lawrence de Souza Scholarsliship ” It is of 
the value of tts 50 pei mensem, and is tenable for one yjar at the Doveton 
College , but it is open to any East Indian boy from any School or College, 
the successful candidate of ono year being at liberty to compete for and hold 
the scholaiship from 3 ear to year until he graduates. 

In addition to the above, Mr L A de Souza beqneathed a farther sum of 
Rs 30,000, the interest of which is to be applied towards the education in 
Engl md of an East Indian youth of ability, with the view of enabling lnm to 
compete for the Covenanted Civil Service of India This is open to any 
East Indian candidate, whether educated at the Doveton College or else- 
where

This school was fonnded in 1815, and was formeily located in Chowriughoe, 
Calcutta In 1863 tho want of a good school in the hills was much felt, 
and Calcutta being well supplied with schools, the old premises were sold, 
and with the pioceeds an estate was pnrehasod in Darjeeling, and a new 
school bearing tho same mme as the school m Calcutta, was built 

In 1858, two schohu ships, worth 20 rnpoos a mouth weie founded as a 
memorial of Bishop Wilson, who had been from tho beginning a warm friend 
to the school One is given every yem, and held for two years 

In 1863 Mi Patrick Arson, of Calcutta, beqneithed to the school Rs 
3,500 — Government securities, 5 per cent — to establish an “ Arson scholar- 
ship ” 

The school is managed by a Committee meeting in Calcutta, of which 
the Bishop of Calcutta is Piosident and the Archdeacon, Vice President and 
Su ret iry

Onginally established by Dr Duff m August, 1830, for the education of 
native youths, under the nimo of the General Assembly’s lustitution, and

The Institution since 1857 has been m a handsome new edifico, Nimtola 
GhAt Street, erected at a cost of upwards of £15,000 

It consists of two departments, a College Department and a School

College Department The monthly tuition foe is Rs 5

La Martmi&re, Calcutta, together with similar Institutions at Lucknow and 
Lyons, was founded by General Claude Martin, a native of the latter place, 
and a General m the set vice of the King of Oudh 

General Martin bequeathed a large sum of money to be devoted to the 
establishment of a school for the Christian inhabitants of Calcutta, under 
the direction of the Supreme Court The School was opened on the 1st March, 
1836, and was, according to the provision in General Martin’s will, named 
“ La Martirucre ” 

By decrees of the Supreme and High CourtB, a body of Governors was 
constituted, consisting of the Governor- General, the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Bengal, the Chief Justice of the High Court, the Bishop of Calcutta, the 
Commandei in Chief, the Members of Council, the two Senior Barrister 
Judges of the High Court, the Advocate- General and the Chairman of the 
Calcutta Municipality Those ex-officio Governors elect annually four other 
Governors, who, with one of the cr officio Governors, form a Board of Acting 
Governors, to whom the general conti ol of the Institution is entrusted 

The Scholais on the Foundation consist of (1) Full Foundationers, who 
are entirely supported from the Funds of the School, (2) Demi-Foundationers, 
who pay a certain monthly fee towards the cost of their maintenance and 
education and (3) Free Day Scholars 

The Foundationers are chosen from among the Christian population of 
Calcutta, they mult be of European extinction, and at the time of election, 
not leBS than six, or more than ten yeais of age 

Boarders and Day Scholars are also admitted on the usual conditions

In 1818 Pandit Ganga Dhar Shastn bequeathed to the East India Company 
the rents of certain landB m the Districts of Aligarh and Muttra for the pro- 
motion of education In accordance with tho Shastri’s will Agra College was 
opened in 1823, the endowment then yielding o\or Rs 22,000 a year Subse- 
quently Government added to the income, and raised the College to its present 
status 

In 1883 the management was transferred to a Board of Trustees The

The total income ib about Ra 65,000 a year At the tune of the transfer the 
Trustees made an appeal to tho noblemen and gentlemen of the N -W

capital of tho Scholarship Fund was raised from Rs 25,000 to Rs 45,000 The 
Mahnra]abs of Gwalior and Bhai atpur maintain additional scholarships 
The immediate control of the College is in the hands of a Committee, two 
of the membois being official, tho rest nominated by the Trustees 

The College consists of two Departments, viz , the College proper under a 
Principal and seven Professors, and the School under a Head Master with

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junior scholarships of Rb 8 each, competed for by pupils of the second 
class of the School Department , there are besides two scholarships of Rs 5 
each, two of Rs. 4? each, and eight of Rs 3 each, called the Maheswan Dasi 
Scholarships, founded by the late ltai Rajiblochan Ray, Bahadur of Cossirn- 
bazar, to commemorate the name of his mother They are awarded annual- 
ly to the pupils of the third, fourth and fifth classes of the School Depart- 
ment for proficiency in Sanskrit Literature and Grammar 
A valuable Sanskrit library of manuscripts and printed works is attached 
to the College, and a Government grant of Rs 600 per annum is applied to 
the purchase of standard English and Sanskrit works

This Institution was established under the direction of the Society of 
Jesus, in January, 1860, m the largo building, No 10, Park Street, formerly 
appropriated by the late Dr Oarew for St John’s College Since 1868, the 
adjoining house, enlarged and improved, forms part of the College 

Its object is to give to Catholic youths a full course of liberal education, 
and to tram up their hearts to virtue Pupils of other religious persuasions 
are also admitted on the same principle of non-interference as the old St 
Xavier’s College whioh broke up m 1846 

The College has an Infant Class, a Lower and an Upper School Depart- 
ment, averaging about 500 pupils, and a College Department of over 400 
students The course of studies embraces all subjects up to the M A 
standard 

Competitions are held during the year, and medals and pnzeB in books

This College was established in 1850, and its foundation was chiefly due to 
the efforts of an influential body of Civilians and Military Officers, who 
were at that time members of tho Local Committee of the Church 
Missionary Society , the Hon’ble J R Colvin, Lieutenant Governor of the 
North Western Provinces, benjg the Patron and Sir William Muir the 
President 

Their desire was to found a College for the Education of the Higher 
Classes of Indian youths upon strictly Christian pnnciplos, as they felt that 
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each an institution was greatly needed, in order to oreate a higher moral 
and spiritual tone among those Classes 

In more recent years, owing to the rapid increase m the Indian Christian 
Community, the object of the Institution has become somewhat changed. 

Whilst welcoming, as before, all Hindus and MahomedanB desirous of 
receiving a liberal education under Christian influences, the College has 
become recognized more especially as an institution where the education of 
Indian Christian youths is made a matter of primary importance 
The various High Schools of the Church Missionary Society m the North- 
Western Provinces, Oudh, Central Provinces, as also to some extent in 
Bengal, Panjab, and Bombay, from time to time pass on their sucoessfnl 
students to St John's College, in order that they may continue their higher 
studies under the same religious influences to which they have been 
accustomed

This College was opened in 1864 and was affiliated to the University of 
Calcutta in that year It is uiyler the control of the Director of Public Ins- 
truction, Panjab, and is the only Arts College maintained by the Panjab 
Government The Delhi Government College has been incorporated with it 
since 1877 It prepares students chiefly for the Examinations of the Panjab 
University Intermediate, B A and M A , and is the only institution m the 
Panjab that maintains M A classes m all the subjects of the curriculum 
Since the incorporation of the Panjab University m 1882 np to 1895, out of 
66 Students who have obtained the M A degree, 37 have appeared from this 
College, and 217 out of 469 B A’s m the same period

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The College is located in a handsome Gothic building, with a large clock 
tower, situated on an eminence near the City of Lahore It comprises 
besides class rooms, a large Examination Hall used also for convocation 
purposes, a library, and extensive laboratories, physical and chemical There 
is also a well-stocked Museum of minerals, rooks and fossils, presented by the 
Geological Department Tho building was begun in 1872 and completed m 
5 yeais, the cost being lacs Since then, the grounds of the College have 
been extended and now comprise fields for cucket, football and tennis , and the 
old Presbyterian Church near the college has been acquired and converted 
into a Gymnasium at a cost of Rupees 15,000 A new Hostel or boarding 
house, for Hindus and Muhammadans, built at a cost of Rupees 50,000 and 
situated in the grounds, was opened in 1891, and is always fully occupied 
Near it is a residence provided by Government for the Principal, who has 
the immediate supervision of tho boarders The numbor of students on the 
rolls is at piesent 269 

Tho College is maintained by the Piovmcial Government at a cost of about 
Rs 50,000 per annum the monthly fees charged is higher than in any other 
institution in tho Province, being Rs 8 for Intermediate, Rs 10 foi BA, and 
Rs 12 for M A classes A number of the students are holders of Government, 
University or Municipal Scholarships, the total expenditure on scholarships 
for 1895 96 being Rs 7,684 The Principal is empowered to admit poor 
Btndents on half fee up to a limit of ton per cent of the numbei on the lolls 
No prizes are now awaided other than those won in the University Examina- 
tions. 

By an arrangement made in 1884 the tuition of BtudentB m Oriental 
Languages was entrusted to the College, accommodated in the same building 
Tho Professors in Arabic and Sanskrit were transferred to that institution, 
and in addition a special grant is given by Government for this assistance 
The other subjects included in the Univoisity courses, up to the M A standaid, 
are piovidcd for m the College, viz , Intermediate, English, Physics and Che- 
mistiy^, Philosophy, Mathematics, and History , B A , English, Puie and 
Applied M ithemutics, History, Philosophy, Physics and Chemistry , and M A , 
English, Philosophy, Physics, Mathematics and History

This Institution was established m 1830, by the General Assembly of the 
Chnrch of Scotland It is the oldest institution of the kind m India for it 
was here that the system now all but universally followed, was first tried — of 
imparting the highest form of knowledge, including sound Christian instruc- 
tion, through the medium of the English language Before this experiment, 
Bengali or Sanskrit had been exclusively favoured m Bengal by the Govern- 
ment, by Oriental Scholars and even by Missionaries themselves The new 
system was introduced by Dr Duff, who began his Missionary labours by 
founding this Institution Valuable help in the way of procuring pupils was 
given at the commencement by the famous llnjah Ram Mohan Roy The 
Buccess of the Institution soon rui passed all expectations The Governor- 
General declared publicly that it had produced ‘ nnparalelled results ” After 
having been carried on for some years in various hired premises, the Institution 
was removed in 1839 to the present bmldmg, in Cornwallis Square 

The Rev Alexander Duff, M A , D D , was Principal of the Institution 
from its foundation until 1843, and the Rev James Ogilvie, M A , D D , from 
1846 until his death, 1871 Dr Ogilvie was succeeded by the Rev Robert 
Jardine, MA, Ph D , who retired in 1876, after which Mr James Wilson 
officiated as Principal for the next two years The Principals since then 
havo been the llev William Hustie, M A , B D , the Rev William Smith, M A , 
and the Rev John Morrison, M A , B D 

The General Assembly’s Institution is divided into two Departments,— the 
College Department and the School Department 

In the College Department, which has been affiliated m the Faculty of 
ArtB to the University of Calcutta since 1864, the students pay a monthly 
fee of Rs 6 each The regular subjects of the University curiculnm are 
taughtj, embracing the English language and literature, the Sanskrit language 
and literature, history, mathematics (pure and applied), chemistry, physics, 
mental philosophy, and the doctrines and the evidences of the Christian religion 
In the School Department pupils pay fees from 8 annas to Rs 3 a month 
Careful attention is given to instruction m leligious knowledge.

This School, the Head Mastoiship of which 1 a in the appointment of the 
Bishop of Calcutta, was founded by the Most Rev GEL Cotton, Bishop 
of Calcutta, under tho namo of the Simla Public School The Founder 
promulgated statutes for the School in 1863 , wherein he styled lus foundation, 
tho Bishop’s School, Simla, but this designation was subsequently changed, 
in 3866, to that at present in use, for the purpose of perpetuating the name 
and generosity of the Founder 

Tho government of tho School is vested in a body of eight Governors, 
who act in coni unction W1 ^h the Head Master 

The Govornors aio four ca-o/frcto, and four elected from permanent resi- 
dents of Simla 

The Hoad Master must be a communicant, and, ceteris paribus , one in 
Holy Orders is to be preferred to a Layman, tho Second and Assistant 
Masters and subordinate officers are appointed by tho Head Master, thoir 
number being fixed by the Governors 

A limited number of exhibitions has occasionally been awarded thirty- 
six such are being held at tho present time 

The Trustees have the right of accepting any exhibitions founded by private 
liberality, under any rules, or on any patronage of which they approve 

Tho course of instruction m tho Pumary and Ifciddle Departments of the 
School is framed upon the Educational Code of the Punjab Gavernment 
tho High School adopts for its standard the curriculum of this University, 
Latin and Urdu aio taught throughout the School French, Greek, Drawing, 
Music, and Carpontenng ore taught as optional subjects All the scholars 
are ijjqjnrod to attend daily prayers, and to receive regular instruction in 
Holy Sonpture There ib also instruction at stated tunes in the Church 
Catechism and the Prayer Book There are at present 185 names on the 
boards

This College, founded by the Talookdars of Oudh m memory oF the late 
Earl Canning, was opened on the 1st of May, 1864 The Institution comprises 
three departments, — the College proper, a Law Department, and an Oriental 
Department, m which only Sanskrit, Persian, and Arabic are taught 

Canning College is supported by the Talookdars of Oadh, aided by Govern- 
ment By a Sunnud duly executed, the Talookdars unanimously endowed the 
College in perpetuity with the percontage of the revonues of their talooks 
Tins sum, amounting oh an average to forty-one thousand rupees por annum, 
is collected by the officers of Government, and is deposited m the Govern- 
ment Treasury for the use of # tlie College A Government grant-m-aid to 
the amount of twonty-five thousand rupoes is also enjoyed by the College, 
so that its total income from endowment, grant-m aid and fees agregates 
eighty thousand rupoes por annum 
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The Institution is opened to all classes, and its object, as declared by tbe 
rules, is to impart instruction m the English language and literature, in 
mathematics and science, in law, m the oriental classical languages, and the 
vernacular languages of the Provinoe of Oudh Its management is vested 
m a Committee, consisting of the Commissioner of Lucknow, the Deputy 
Commissioner, the Inspector of Schools, Oudh Circle, the District Judge, 
tbo Executive Engineer, the Principal, and the representatives of the 
Talookdars « 

The fee for the College classes is Es 5 for the Intermediate classes and 
Rb 7 for the B A and M A classes No fees are charged for the Oriental 
Department The Committee reserve to themselves the right of admitting 
Oudh students to the free list, or of admitting them on a modified fee 
In addition to Government scholarships, there are local scholarships to 
the value of Es 150 per mensem

In 1870 71, Sir William Muir, then Lieutenant- Governor, acceding to a 
generally expiessed wish, invited the co-operation of the Chiefs and Feoda- 
tones of the North-Western Provinces and territories adjacent, in founding a 
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Central College at Allahabad, the seat of Government His proposal having 
been warmly responded to, the College was temporarily opened in a hired 
building on the 1st July, 1872 

This Institution admits all classes of students who have passed the Uni- 
versity Entrance Examination, and is affiliated m Arts and Law The course 
of instruction embraces the University requirements for degrees in those 
branches 

A fund of sixty-three thousand rupees m Government four per oent notes 
endowed by H H the Nawab of Rampore, the Maharajas of Vizianagram, 
Rewah, Fonnah, Chirkaree, and others, furnishes local Scholarships of 
different value These are tenable with Government Scholarships There 
are also minor stipends 

The late Nawab All Azghar Khan, C S I , of Rampore, by a waqfnama , 
dated 13th November, 1872, endowed scholarships to the value of Rs 60 
monthly, “ to be given to those students who pass in Arabic.*'

An annual prize of Rs 80, called the Mohimmohan Ray Prize, ib 
awarded to the student who most successfully passes ohe B A. Examination 
with Honours, or to a graduate of the College who passes the MA in any 
subject 

In 1892 a Scholarship was founded by Babu Harakumar Sarkar of 
Rampur Boalia of the value of Rs 3 a month, tenable for two years id the 
B A. classes It is awarded to the one who stands highest among the 
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Students who pass the F A Examination from this College, provided that 
he holds no other Government or local scholarship This scholarship is 
named after the donor’s father, the “ Bamkumar Free Scholarship.” 

In 1896 a scholarship was founded called the Krishna Chandra Scholarship 
of the value of Bs 17 a month tenable for two years It is awarded to the 
best student of the 3rd year class of this College on condition of his having 
passed the F A. Examination m the 1st division from any College whatever 
There are besides two scholarships called the Banamali Jubiloo Scholarship 
named after their donor Bai Banamali Bay Bahadnr of Tarash, of the value 
of Bs 8 a month, tenable for two years at the Bajshahyo College They are 
open to those students who pass the Entrance Examination from the Pnbna 
Zila School and the Seraj gunge H E School, and who fail to obtain a

The Madrasa and the College buildings were erected m 1883 and 1884, at a 
cost of Bs 38,000 and Bs 60,000 respectively 
A new Boarding-house, called the Pramathanath Hindu Board tng-house,

The Institution was founded m 1859, originally under the name of the 
Calcutta Training School, by Babus Thakurdas Chakrabarti, Madhabchandra 
Dhara, Patitpaban Sen, Gangacharan Sen, Jadabchandra Palit and Baish- 
snavadas Adhya, with Babu Syamacharan Mallick as its patron — all since 
deceased A few months after establishment, it was placed under the 
management of a committee of native gentlemen consisting of the founder, 
and five other additional members, including Pandit Iswarachandra Vidya* 
sagar as its president, which continued up to March 1861, when there 
sprang up a disagreement between the founders, two of whom cut off their 
connection with the school and founded a rival school under the name of 
the Calcutta Training Academy, and in the following April the other founders 
entrusted the management to Pandit Vidyasagar and to Rajah Pratapchandra 
Sinha and Babus Ramanath Tagore, Ramgopal Ghose, Hiralal Seal and 
Harachandra Ghose, Rai Bahadur, who formed a committee of management, 
of which the said Raja was the President and Pandit Vidyasagar the 
Honorary Secretary, and who laid down and published certain punted rules 
for the management of the school, one of which was that the surplus assets 
shall be appropriated to the benefit of the Institution In 1864 the name of 
the school was changed into its present name — Metropolitan Institution, 
■with a view to its affiliation to the Calcutta University Subsequently, by 
reason of the withdrawal or death of the other members, the management 
devolved entirely on Pandit Vidyasagar in 1868, and amco then it was under 
his sole management up to his death on the 29th July, 1891 Under the 
fostering care of Pandit Vidyasagar and his disinterested management of 
its finances, the Institution has grown np from an insignificant school to a 
first class College possessed of a costly local habitation, a valuable Library 
and a Laboratory The management has now devolved on a body of Trustees, 
called the Vidyasagar Institute and registeied under Act XXI of 1860, 
entitled an act for the Registration of literary, scienfific, and charitable 
societies,— who have taken charge of the Institution from April 1894,*and 
have, for looking after its affairs, appointed, from among themselves, an 
Executive Council of five members, one of whom is also tho Secretary, 
namely —

In January, 1879 The aim of J;he Institution from tho beginning has been to 
impart education on a broader basis than usually adopted , so that it should 
embrace not only intellectual training and proper enforcement of discipline, 
but also the improvement of character and the healthy development of all the 
faculties of the mind The success of the Institution, and the desire further 
to develop and carry out their ideas regarding education, led the College 
Council to add a College Department, which has been affiliated to the 
Calcutta University np to the standard of the First Arts Examination from 
January, 1881, and up to the B A Standaid fiom January, 1884. 
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Particular attention is paid to the moral training of the students* and special

The Institution was founded as a Higher Class English School, under the 
name of the “ Umveisity Institution ” on the 2nd June, 1893 The mime how- 
ever, wiB shortly changed, and the Institution was letogmzed by the Univer- 
sity of Calcutta under the name, the u Cential Institution” winch again, was 
changed, in 1896, into the one it at present bears The unexpected success of 
the school within a short period of its starting, and the connection of a number 
of experienced educationists with its teaching stuff, led to itB being raised 
to the status of a Second Grade Collogo in June, 1894 

The lesults for 1895, both at the Eutiaiicc and F A Examinations, having 
still fmther improved the prospects of the Institution, an application was, 
made for its affiliation up to tlie B A staidud of tho Uruvcisity and i& 
attained to the status of a Fust Gi ido College, in January, 1899 

As it was necessaiy undei the new rnlei foi the affilntionof Colleges to 
organise a Committee of M mngomonb for tho proposed B A Classes, tho 
Piopuetiors of the Institution lequestod Uai lssui Chandi i Mattel Bahidoor 
and Babu Suiendra Nath Sarkar, M A. , BL to accept the office of Chairman 
and Member respectively, and to form with him, as Member and Secretary, 
such a Committee with power to idd to thoir nunibei His request was 
generously acceded to and the Committee w is duly formed The Committee 
has since been strengthened by tho accession to its mombership-of the follow- 
ing influential gentlemen of this city — Babn Chandra N ith Bose, M A. , 
BL, (Vice Chairman) and Babus Syama Cliaran Gangnli, B A , Monmohou

The Institution is not supported by any private subscriptions or other aids,

The Maharaja's College, founded in 1844, by His Highness tho late 
Maharaja ltamsingh and supported entirely by the state, was originally opened 
as a school, but its growing popularity and success having shown the 
necessity of extending its sphere of usefulness, it was raised to tho status of 
a College and affiliated in Arts to tho Universities of Calcutta and Allahabad 
m 1873 and 1888 respectively The College now comprises the usual five Arts 
olasses te idling up to the M A standard, and nine classes m the School De- 
pai tment prepai mg boys for tho Allahabad Matriculation and tho Middle 
Examination held by the Depai tment of Public Instruction, N -W Piovincos 
and Oudli Attached to the College aie a Gymnasium, a Library and a 
Laboratory 

In connection with tho Maharaja’s College is a Rajput School intended 
specially for the education of the sons of Rajput chiefs aud noblemen of the 
state * 

Under the supervision of tho Principal there are also an Orifntal College 
at Jaypur, affiliated to tho Punjab University, and a Sanskrit Coilfge In 
the Ouental College, which consists of four classes m the highci section, and 
nine m tho lower, Arabic and Persian are exclusively taught and students 
trained up for the Oriental Examination of the Punjab University 
The Sanskrit College is intended to give Brahmans only a complete course 
of instruction in Sanslait, Sanskrit Grammar and Philology, lielles leUrcs t 
Philosophy, Law, Astionoiny, Medicine, Vedanta and the Vedas are regularly 
taught heie, and system ltio examinations, conducted by distinguished 
scholars of Benares and Calcutta, are held, and due titles conferred by the 
Depai tment It contains twelve classos giving instruction m the various 
branches cf Sanskrit learning, aud a preparatory section serving as a feeder 
to the Upper classes. 
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The Maharaja's College is also the centre of a number of schools nl the 
Btnto which nr(, in a manner, affiliated to it and arc under the dnoction of 
the Principal These are divided into Middi f Ct a^, Putmar\, and Elfmfn- 
tahy Schools There aio at pic sent 60 sin h St ite Schools, besides about 600 
privato institutions maintained bj Jagirdais, Missionaries, and other private 
bodies or individuals 

Female Education likewise Ins the cordial support of the Darbar There 
are s^ven Girls’ Schools at Jaypui under Miss E Heming, tho Lady 
Superintendent Instruction is given m these schools up to the Middle 
Examination standard 

In all the Colleges and Schools in the state, edncation is free, no fees being 
charged to the pupils Students, on passing a public examination from any 
such institution, also leceivo Seholarships horn tho stato vaiying from He 1 
to Rs 20 a month and tenable from two to four ye irs 

A silver medal, founded by Loid Noithbrook m commemoiation of His 
Excellency’s visit to Jaypur in 1876, is annually awarded to tho first boy of 
tho Maharaja’s College for general proficiency

This Institution was fonndod by Wnrion H istings m 1781, with the view of 
enabling Muhamm id ms of Bengal to acquire sm li a knowh dgo of Arabic 
literature and law as would qualify them tor the Judicial Department, and 
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was endowed by him with a zomindary yielding an estimated lental of Rs 
29,000 In Jnly 1819, the zemindflry was resumed, and the rental was com- 
muted to a fixed annual charge on the Treasury of Rs 30,000 

In 1873 the interest of the Muhammad Muhsin Legacy, amounting to 
Rs 51,000, which had hitherto been expended on the Hooghly College, was 
set free and was devoted to Muhammadan education in Bengal Several new 
Madrasahs were founded , and the sum of Rs 35,000, plus the schooling fees, 
changed afterwards to Rs^ 31,000, was fixed as the annual charge of the 
Calcutta Madrasah and Collingah Branch School 
The Institution consists of three Departments and a Branch School In 
the Arabic Department , Arabic and Persian literature, logic, lhetonc, and 
Muhammadan Law are taught The course extends over bix years Of 
modem sciences, arithmetic and geometry (taught in the vernacular) were 
made compnlsory in 1874, and arrangements have been made to allow students 
to take up some of the English subjects taught in tho Anglo- PoiBian Depart- 
ment The monthly fee is eight annas , average number of students 492 
The Anglo Persian Department is a Collogiato School, and teaches up to the 
Entrance Examination The monthly fee is Rc 1 , averuge number, 477 
The College Department is a Second Grade College (established in 1884) and 
teaches np to the F A standard The monthly fee is Rs 2 , average number, 
60 For teaching pm poses it has been amalgamated with the Presidency 
College since July 1888, the students of the Madiasali College attending the 
former College for their lectures 

The Branch School is a Middle-Class English School The monthly fee is 8 
and 4 annas , average number of students, 261 

There are 18 Muhsin scholarships of Rs 10, 8, 6, 4 and 3 respectively, awai ded 
m the Arabic Department, 9 Muhsin scholarships of Rs 5, 4, 3 respectively, 
m the Anglo Pei sian Department , and a Scindia and Bhopal scholarship of 
Rs 2 8 Two junior Muhsin scholarships of Rs 10, tenable for two years, are 
annually awarded to successful Entrance students 

In the Branch School there are two Muhsin scholarships of Rs 3, tenable 
in the Anglo-Persian Department of the Madrasah 

In the College Department there are tho following scholarships — 2 Muhsin 
scholarships and 3 other scholarships, each of Rs 10 and tenable for two 
yoars, by students reading for the F A Examination , also 2 scholarships of

'This Institution was founded m 1846 by Bishop Borghi The building, 
which has a frontage of about 400 feet, was erected by means of contributions 
from Catholics m Europe aid India, together with a largo grant from the 
funds of the Agra Mission Long before the Mutiny it had established its 
name as one of the best Seminaries in the North-Western Provinces In 
July 1857, the mutineers sacked the building, but it was again opened for 
educational purposes m January, 1858 Since its foundation, St Peter’s 
College has been under the patronage of the Vicars Apostolic of the Agra 
Mission and the management of two priests as Rector and Vice-Rector, assists 
ed by a staff of teachers both religious and laymen Though intended chiefly 
for Catholic children, St Peter’s admits also children of other religions on 
the principle of non-interference The course of studies embraces all the 
subjects for the Calcutta and Allahabad University Examination in Arts, and 
tbo First and Second Departments of the Thomason College, Roorkee 
Candidates are also prepared for tho Opium, Secretariat, Survey and Subor- 
dinate Medical Departments Two classes of boarders are admitted into tho 
College Parlour'boarders paying Rs 25 a month, who dmo with the instruc- 
tive staff and Bleep apart from the rest of the boys, and boarders paying 
Rs 15 a month Day-scholars pay foes of Rs 4, 6 and 8 a month according 
to the standards, and a ’bus fee of Rs 3, paying also for their own books, &c 
The average number of boarders is 70, and of day scholars 60 

Attached to St Peter’s College is St Paul’s School for the children of poor 
Europeans and Eurasians , the fee is Rs 8 monthly Difference of religion is 
not taken into account The boys of St Peter’s and St Paul’s aro separated 
in the refectory, &c Tho following is the instructive and disciplinary staff of

This Institution was founded as a Zila School in 1834, and was converted 
into a High School in 1873 Since Government ordei of the 16th October, 
1877, changing the nomenclature of Government Schools, it has been called 
the Midnapur Second Grade College It is supported partly by Government 
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and partly by the interest of an endowment fond, raised by the people of the 
diBtnct of Midnapur, amounting to Rs 51,000 in Government Securities and 
Municipal Debentures Tho management of the institution, which had been 
under the control of the Director of Public Instruction and of a District 
School Committee, was made over by Government to the Local Municipality 
on the 1st of July, 1887, on tho Grant-m-aid system 
It consists of a College and a School Department. Into the former such 
students aro admitted as have passed the University Entrance Examination 
and intend to study for the first Examination in Arts The tuition fee in 
the College Department is Rs 5 a month, and that m the School Depart- 
ment varies from one rupee in the lowest to three rupees in the highest class 
A Law Department was also opened m 1873, and was affiliated to the 
Calcutta University up to the B L Standard m Juno 1892 The rate of fee 
for this department is Rs 5 a month 

There is a gymnastic class Attached to the College m which boys are taught 
exercises according to European and native methods A drill master has been 
Appointed to tram the boys in the European system of drill 

Local Scholarships and Medals 

One Luchmau Prasad Garga Scholarship of Rs 5 per monBem (now reduced 
to Rs 3 5) tenable for two years, founded by the Zemindar of Mosiadal of 
that namo and one Ajodhyarm Khan Scholarship of Rs 5 per mensem, tenable 
for two years, founded by Raja Mahendra Lai Khan, Zommdar of Midnapur, 
to perpetuate tho memory of his father, are awarded annually to the two most 
deserving students who pass tho University Entrance Examination from the 
Collegiate School, but who fail to gam Government Scholarships, on condition 
that they prosecute their studies in this College 
One Luohman Prasad Garga gold medal, of the value of about Rs 32, 
endowed by the Zemindar of Moisadal of that name, is awarded annually to 
the stndent from the Midnapm College who passes highest at the F A. Exam- 
ination 

Four silver medals, of the value of about Rs 16 each, called the Harrison, 
the Martin, the Kali Prasanna Rnychaudhuri ,and the Bipm Bihan Datta 
medals, are annually awarded to tho best students of the Collegiate School in 
mathematics, history, English composition and English language and litera- 
ture respectively The money for the Martin Medal Fund was subscribed 
by the native friends and admiers of the late R L Martin, Esq , Inspector 
of Schools, to commemorate his name Tho rest were endowed by tho donors 
whose names they bear.

Department under the control of a Director of Public Instruction In 
January 1874, the School at Patiala was affiliated to the Calcutta University, 
and the proposal to erect for it a building more suitablo and better located 
than the one it occupied, was sanctioned. In March 1875, tho foundation- 
stone for the new building was laid by H E Lord Northbrook , the 
site selected being an open and most healthy quarter outside the city Tho 
building with a large and spacious Boarding House, capable of giving com- 
fortable accommodation to some 80 students, cost over five lakhs , and it is 
called after the name of the Prince to whose munificent liberality it owes 
its origin 

The growing success of the School having made it desirable to provido 
for higher Collegiate education, an F A class was opened in 1880, and 
the Institution was placed under a Principal It was raised to the full 
status of a College in 1887, when, to commemorate tho 50th year of the 
reign of Her Most Gracious Majesty the Queen Empress a B A class 
was opened, and the College was affiliated to tho B A Standard of the 
University of the Punjab 

The College has also an Oriental side, preparing students m Persian, 
Arabic and Sanskrit up to the highest standards of the Punjab University 
It has also a Yornacular Department teaching Urdu and Gurmnkhi, and 
a class preparing studentB for the Roorkee Lower Subordinate Entrance 
Examination 

With tho College are attached a Library, a Debating Club, a Boarding 
Institution and Gymnasium Tho College is maintained entirely at the 
expense of the State, and no fees are lovied from poor students Prizes 
and Scholarships to the value of Rs 3,500 are awarded to deserving students 
as determined by the College and University Examination results A 
Northbrook Gold Medal of the value of 11s 100 is annually awarded to the 
first student from tho English Department of the College, and a State Gold 
Medal of the same value to the first student fiom the Oriental Department

satisfied the intellectual craving of the Burdwan people of the early days 
of British rule m India, it passed through different stages of improvement, 
developed various phases of usefulness, and at last attained a recognized 
position as a Second Grade College m 1881 
The educational establishment of His Highness the Maharaja divide 
themselves at tho present time under six heads — First, the College 
Department, which is open to all students that are matriculated in the

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Second, the School Department serving chiefly as a fooder, or tributary 
to the above, preparing students for the Calcutta University Entrance 
Examination 

Third, the Bengali School, teaching up to the Vemacnlar Scholarship

Fourth, the Persian Department, teaching, amongst others, those boys, 
of the first two Departments that take up Persian as their second language 
Fifth, the Sanskrit School, imparting instruction in the orthodox nativo 
style to those whose religious scruples provont them from availing them- 
selves of the advantages of the English School 
And sixth and last, the Girls’ School, the present provision in connec- 
tion with which, though meagre, is moro than sufficient to meet the require- 
ments of female education as it is understood in Burdwan All these De- 
partments, with the exception of the Sanskrit School, are under the control 
of the Principal 

The disbursements in tho different Departments aggregate annually about 
Rs 21,000, they being entirely met by the munificent charity of His High- 
ness the Maharaja

This College is the final outcome of tho long continued efforts of Babu 
Jaykissen Mukherji (lately deceased) m furtherance of tho cause of English 
education in Bengal In 1846 ho had a Government School opened at Uttar- 
para, on the basis of an endowment by him and his brother Babu Rijkissen 
Mukherji (also deceased), of Rs 1,200 a year, and a Government assignment 
of equal value The School prospered, and won its way to the front rank 
among the Schools in Bengal 

Babu Jaykissen’s wish wa^ that his School should ultimately expand into 
a College and to this end, so long ago as tho year 1853, he asked Government 
to raise the School to a^first class College, offering to contribute an equal sum 
With Government towards the maintenance of the College In 1883 he sub- 
mitted a proposal for the conversion of the School into a second grade College 
offering to make an endowment for its support, so that it might cost the 
Government nothing The recently initiated educational policy of Govern- 
ment stood, however, m tho way of his proposal being accepted, and it was 
accordingly not accepted 
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He finally went up to Government m April 1887, with a proposal for the 
establishment of an aided College m connection with the old Government 
School Government accorded him permission to open such a College, bnt on 
the condition that ho took the School off the hands of Government He 
agreed to do so, provided Government left the School the material advantages 
it derived from its connection with Government It took some time to settle 
the terms of the transfer, which was formally effected m March, 1889 The 
College and the Collegiate School are now under r the management of a Board 
consisting ot the Collector of Hughh as President, of Baja Pyanmohan 
Mukherji, C S I , and Babu Rasbihan Mukherji ns representatives of the late 
Baba Jaykissen Mukherji, and of Babu Manohar Mukherji as representative 
of the late Babu Rajkissen Mukherji

This College is attachod to the Armenian Philanthropic Academy, a Day 
and Boarding School, which was established on the 2nd of April, 1821, by in- 
fluential members of the Armenian community resident in Calcutta, “for the 
education of our youth, both rich and poor.” In 1813 Chatoor Mooratkhan 
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bequeathed a sum of Rs 8,00 0 towards the opening of snoh an institution, 
and his liberality was so supported by a large number of donations that when 
the Academy was set on foot it owned over Rs 2,00,000 
Until the year 1883, the affairs of the School were administered by a number 
of Armenian gentlemen, who were styled Members of the Institution, and 
who elected four of themselves to be Managers But in that year, under a 
decree of the High Court of Judicature at Fort William in Bengal, a scheme 
was drawn up for the future regulation and management of the Academy 
The Funds of the School were placed in the hands of the Official Trustee of 
Bengal, and a board of Managers was appointed 
The College keeps on its rolls about thirty foundationers of Armenian 
parentage Some of these lads are provided for by the Armenian Association 
of Batavia , others, by the Armenian Church of Calcutta, and others, by the 
College itself Besides these, pupils of all denominations are received as 
boarders and day scholars on payment of the usual fees

This Institution was established as a Highei Class English School on tho 
2nd Jaunary, 1891. His Highness the Maharaja of Burdwau and the Hon’ble 
Lala Ban Behan Kapur, Baliadm of Burdwan have becomo its patrons 
from 1891, while His Highness Maharaja Sil Jotendn Mohan Tagore, 
Bahadur, K C S I , has accorded Ins patiou ige fiom 1892 Originally it was 
maintained by its founder and proprietor Pandit Panchanana Bhatta- 
charyya ont of his own fnnds, but it is now suppoiled by tho income derived 
from School fees The unprecedented success of the Institution during tho 
short space of a little more than four years led the proprietor to raise it 
to the stitus of a second-gride College fiom July 1S95 • 

The object of tho Institution is to combine secular education with moral 
and religious training A systematic instruction on a non sectarian basis* 
as inculcated in the Bkagabut fhta is lmpmttd to the students of tho higher 
glasses of the School Department and those reading in the College classes 
The cardinal doctrines of Chanakya are taught to the boys of the lower 
classes 

Regular communication is maintained with guardians by means of monthly 
progress report books and thp remarks, of teachers and guardians appearing 
therein are carefully attended to Weekly correspondence is moreover kept 
up with them by printed post cards enquiring about the causes of absence 
of their wards without notice.

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The monthly tuition fee for College classes is Rs 3, and that for the School 
Department ranges fiom Rs 3 to anndPfc In either of the two departments 
the admission fee for any class is the same as the tuition fee for that class 
Five Scholarships of Rs 5 each, a Silver Medal and a prize of one com- 
plete set of text books for the F A Examination named “ Syamacharan 
Laliin Scholarships, Medal and Prize,” are awarded annually to tho first fire, 
m order of merit, of the students passing the Entranoe Examination in the 
first division from the Institution These Scholarships are tenable m the 
First Year Class of the Institution 

Five Scholarships of Rs 5 each, also called “ Syamacharan Lahin Scholar- 
ships” tenable in the Second Year ClasB of the Institution, are awarded 
annually to the first five, in order of merit, of the studentB passing the 
annual Examination of the First Year Class of the Institution in the first 
division 

Besides the abovo, three gold and two silver medals and a number of prizes 
are awarded to the meritorious students of the Institution 

The general management of the Institution rests with the Honorary 
Secietary, Babu Kanailal Sett As regards details he is assisted in his 
labours by the Honorary Assistant Secretary, Babu Handas Datta The 
Rector and tho Superintendent look after the internal management of both 
the School and College Departments, under the direct supervision of the 
Assistant Secretary

This School was opened in 1887, by the late William Nevins, Esq , 
under the name of “ The JTown High School, Jaffna ’* In 1889 tho manage- 
ment was transferred to S Nagalmgam, Esq , who located it at Vannar- 
pannai, a part of the town which is the centre of tho Hindu population 
In 1890 the Institution was placed under the control of (( Tho Jaffna Saiva 
Paripalana Sabhai,” and was styled “ the Hindu High School ” 

It is managed by a committee of the Sabhai, of which the Hon’blo P 
Coomara Swamy, Representative of the Tamils in the Legislative Council 
of Ceylon, is the President , and S Nagalmgam, Esq , Advocate of the 
Supreme Court of Ceylon, is the Vice-President The immediate manage- 
ment of the Institution is entrusted to the Vice-President 

2 The school was recognised by the Univorsity of Calcutta in 1893, 
and boys were taught up to the Entrance standard 

In September 1895 the Institution was affiliated to the University of 
Calcutta and raised to the status of a College, teaching np to the First- 
Arts standard under its present designation — Hindu College , Jaffna 

3 The object of the Institution is to impart sound English education 
and instruction in religious knowledge to Hindu youths, and to encourage 
the study of Sanskrit and Tamil classics Thoological classes are also opened 
for training Students as PnestB 

4 A largo and handsome new edifice, erected at a cost of upwards of 
Rs 10,000 was occupied by the College and the School Departments into 
which the Institution is divided on the 28th September, 1895 

5 The course of instruction in the College Department is framed 
upon the curriculum of Btudies of the University of Calcutta for the En- 
trance and First- Arts Examinations There is a Reading Room and a 
Library attached to the College 

6 The School Department is supported by Government grants, and 
is conducted after the model of the Educational Code of tho Ceylon Govern- 
ment

to the students of the College —

Ten Senior Scholarships of Rs 12 per mensem and free tuition are awarded

A prize in Clinical Medicine is awarded annually to the best clinical 
clerk of the fourth and fifth year matriculated students The examination 
takes place in Fcbrnnry 

A prize in Clinical Surgery is awarded annually to the best clinical dresser 
of tlio foui tk and fifth-year matncul ited students This examination will be 
held in February 

The Rivers Thompson Silver Medal is annually awarded to the best 
Muhammadan student who passes tho final L M S or M B Examination of 
the Calcutta University 

The Lady Rivera Thompson Prize of Rs 50 is awarded to the lady student 
who obtains the hipfhest number of marks at the final examination. 

No student will be allowed to compete for a prize when attending a course 
in exedfrs of the number pi escribed in tho College curriculum 

20 College scholars who recoive less than Rs 20 per menBem, are not 
required to pny Rs 35 per session All other scholars shall pay fees as 
matriculated studonts These tmy pay their fees m advance, or have their 
scholarship money dedneted till tho fall amount is received 

21. Any student holding a M< dical College Scholarship (paragraphs 9 and 
10) will bo permitted to draw the stipend of that scholarship at any recog-

24. A lady-student who has passed the University F A Examination shall 
he enrolled as a matriculated student She will get a special scholarship of Rs 
20 per mensem for five years, provided she does not receive a scholarship from 
any other source, and that she is willing to bind herself to serve Government 
for four years if called upon to do so within a year after -passing out of the 
Bchool 

Lady-students must be over 17 years of age before commencing their 
studies 

They mnst have passed the Entrance Examination of the Calcutta Univer- 
sity or an examination officially recognized by that University as equivalent 
to the Entrance Examination (The certificate of matriculation of the 
Melbourne University mil be accepted ) 

New students are expected, at latest, to enter formally and commence at-

ior one year If she fails m one subject only, gaming 25 pei cent or more 
m that subject, she shall be promoted to tbe next class, but will be required 
to submit to ro examination m that subject, in addition to the examination 
in the regular subjects, at tbe end of the following jear She will be per- 
mitted to attend lectures on the subject in which she has failed Failure on

( 3) Pass examination at the end of the fourth year The same rules as 
apply to the previous pass examinations, with the exception that if a student, 
failing in one subject only, gains 25 per cent m that subject, she will be 
referred back to her studies for a period of six months, at the expiration of 
whioh she will bp entitled to re-examination after furnishing proof of having 
attended hospital practice during that period.

Women, who have a fair knowledge of English, bat who have ppi} pawed 
the Ejtfranee or its equivalents will be admitted into the Eden Hospital 
learn Midwifery The Government grants Es 20 per mensem towards the 
board, washing, &c., of eaoh pupil and gives them free quarters After a year’s 
tuition and bed-side practice, if found proficient, they will obtain a certificate 
qualifying them to practice J&idwifery The fee for eaoh Certificate is Kb 5 
They are expected to do general nursing in the wards as well as midwifery 
Women, who have not passed the Entrance or its equivalents, but who 
can read and write Bengali, can be admitted into the Eden Hospital as pupt 
dais The Government grants Es 6 each per mensem to eight pupils towards 
their board, washing, Ac , and gives them free quarters After 12 months' 
tuition and bed-Bide practice, if found proficient, they will obtain a Certificate 
qualifying them to practice Midwifery They are expected to do general 
nursing in the wards as well as Midwifery

The Thomason College was founded in 1847 by the Hon'ble James Thomason, 
Lieutenant-Governor, N.-W P It is designed to supply the Public Works 
Survey Departments and the Public with Assistant Engineers, Overseera, and 
Sub-Overseers, and to furnish professional works either on loan or purchase 
through its Library, Press, and Book Dep6t 

The College contains three principal classes, viz , an “ Engineer and Tele- 
graph Class,*' an “Upper Subordinate Class,'* and “Lower Subordinate 
ClaBS," open to the candidates of all ranks and classes — intended to recruit 
the Engineer, Upper Subordinate, and Lower Subordinate Departments of the 
Public Works Department It also conducts examination of outsiders for 
several grades of the P. W and other Public Departments 

Engineer and Telegraph Class . 

The class is open to all statutory natives of India. 

The Course Jasts three years, when the passed students receive certificates 
as Assistant Engineers of the P W D Five passed students receive perma- 
nent appointments to the P W D m the Engineer Grade, commencing as 
Probationary Assistant Engineers, and one and two in alternate years in the 
Telegraph Department as Probationary Assistant Superintendents A year's 
training aB Probationary Assistant Engineer will also be given to some of the 
passed studentB Candidates for this class must be between the ages of 17 
and 21, and must all pass a competitive Entrance Examination in language, 
literature, history, mathematics, elementary drawing, and physioal science 

A limited number of unpassed students is admitted on the payment of 
special fees 

The Engineer and Telegraph students pay a College fee of Rs 10 monthly 
One scholarship of Rs 40 and two of Rs 30 each per mensem, tenable for 
three years, are annually open to students of the Engineer Class Several 
valuable prizes are given annually , one of Rs 1,000 to the best student , one 
of Rs 250 and one of Rs 100 for the two best native students , besides two 
prizes of Rs 100 and five of Rs 50, open to all. 

Upper Subordinate Class 

The College Course lasts two years, when the passed students receive certi- 
ficates ai Sub-Engineers or Overseers of the P W D., and 15 on the list are 
then sent for a year's probation on to the Publio Works as “ Apprentice 
Overseers," after which, if approved, they are appionted 1st, 2nd or 3rd grade 
Overseers in the P W D 

All candidates for admission must pass a competitive Entrance Examination 
in English, reading and writing, arithmetic, elementary geometry, mensura- 
tion, and drawing, and m Urdu and Hindi , and oivilian candidates must be 
between the ages of 17 and 22 

Some extra students are admitted on the payment of special fees 

Soldier students receive a “ College allowance ” of Rs 11 or 14 monthly 
Three scholarships of Rs 30 each, and three of Rs 25 each per mensem, are 
annually allotted to English civil students, and three of Rs. 10 eaoh to native 
students, all tenable for two years 
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Students of Srd grade, if not stipend-holdera, pay a College fee of Bs 2 
monthly College prizes in each of the principal subjects of the eoursp are 
annually given * 

During the “ apprentice year,” a “ staff allowance ” is given to soldier 
students, raising their pay to a total of Es 80, together with free quarters 
and the usual 11 family allowance ” Second and third grade apprentices 
receive salaries of Bs 60 and 40 respectively , free quarters are also given to 
those of the second grade * 


Lower Sul ordinate Class 

This olass ib intended for natives of India only The students remain for 
one and a half years only at College, and if successful, receive certificates as 
Sub-OverseerB, and are appointed to the F W D as vacancies occur , there is 
no guarantee of appointment 

The Entrance Examination is competitive, and m the English or Urdu 
language It comprises, Arithmetic, Geometry, Mensuration, History, Geo- 
graphy, English, Urdu and Elementry Printing for plans Candidates must 
not be more than 21 nor less than 18 years of age 

A Draftsmen and Carpenter’s Class is formed of seleoted candidates in 
the Becond year 

Free quarters are provided, no fees are required, and the great majority of 
the students draw stipends of Es. 6 a month, and some of those standing 
highest on the liBt Es. 10 

Some extra students are admitted on the payment of special fees 
Course of Study in Principal Classes, 

These vary very much, but include mathematics, civil engineering, sur- 
veying and drawing for all the above principal classes, — the extent read 
being of coutbo very different m each class — besides experimental science for 
the Engineer clasB and photography for both Engineer and Upper Subordi- 
nate classes. 

Military Surveying Classes 

A class of eight soldiers from British Regiments and another of ten soldiers 
from Native Regiments are annually passed through a course in Military 
Surveying 

Fees 

[With the exception of the small College fees above noted, the instruction 
m College is entirely gratuitous] 

Outside Examinations 

The College also holds examinations and grants certtficates (of Qualifica- 
tion only) for the grades of Sub Engineer, 1st Grade Overseer, Assistant 
Examiner of Accounts, Superior Traffic of State Eailways, enrolled officers 
of the Financial Department, and 4th Grade Accountant of the P W D , 
for all candidates who present themselves nnder certain rules

The Collego was opened on the 6th April, 1880, and under the control of 
the Director of Public Instruction, Bengal All classes of the oommumty 
are admitted, and the course of instruction is adapted to the requirements of 
the following — 

(1) Civil Engineers 

(2) Foreman Mechanics (apprentices, or Upper Subordinates) 

For admission to the Engineer Department, a student muBt have passed 
one of the following tests — 

(1 ) The F A Examination of the Calontta University, or a similar stan- 
dard of any Indian University, recognised by the Calontta University The 
candidate’s age must be under 21 years 

(2) The B A Examination in the B course m mathematics and science 
The candidate's age must be under 23 years (These students are admitted 
direct into the 2nd-year class) 

The nnmber to be admitted each year is limited t6 40 Applications for 
admission must reach the Principal not later than the 16th of May, and the 
eesBion commences on the first Monday in June 

The theoretical course, including 2£ hours daily m the Workshop, is com- 
pleted in four years, and the fifth, or last year, is spent on works in progress 

The tuition-fee for this Department is Bs 8 per mensem during the four 
years of instruction in class, no such fee being charged to any student after 
the completion of his theoretical course The messing fees for those who 
reside upon the premises are, — for Christians, Rs 20 plus Bs 2 for rent, for 
natives Rs 7 plus Rs 2 for rent 

Scholarships 

Por the present, one Junior Scholarship of the value of Bs 20 a month, 
three of Bs 15 a month, and six of Bs 10, tenable for two years, will be given 
annually to students entering the first-year Engineer Class, who do not al- 
ready hold University Scholarships The scholarships will be awarded by the 
Director of Pnbho Instruction on the last day of June to the following olasses 
of students in order — 

(1) B A ’s who have taken up the B course , (2) F A candidates * 

Senior Scholarships of the same nnmber and value will be competed for at 
the annual examination held in May for the promotion of students from the 
second to the third year claBS

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The namber of College Sohdkitfihl^e awarded* whether Junior or Senior, 
will in no case exceed one-half of the namber of candidates for them. 

Two Scholarships of Rs 10 a month each, tenable for one year, called 
Forbes' Scholarships, will be awarded on the result of the First Examination 
m Engineering of the Calcutta University A Forbes’ soholar, unless he 
also holds a Cdllege Scholarship, will bfe exempted from paying the tuition- 
fee of Rs 8 a month 

On the result of the University Examinations for degrees and licenses, 
six Graduate Scholarships Of Rs 60, each, tenable for one year, and two 
Graduate Mining Scholarships of Rs 50, tenable for two years, will be 
awarded The Mining Scholarships will be reserved for holders of the 
B E degree, and will be awarded to those who purpose to take np mining 
as a profession In the event of there being no candidate for a Mining 
Scholarship, the total number of Graduate Scholarships awardable will be 
tei , each of Rs 50, tenable for one year, and in the event of one Mining 
Scholarship only being taken up, thoh eight of Rs 50 each, tenable foi 
one year, will be awarded The one-year scholarship holders mnst serve 
continuously during that period in practical work under the supervision of 
the Public Works Department, and to the satisfaction of those under whoBe 
orders they may be placed The Mining Scholarships would be tenable on a 
mine approved by Government, and would be payable monthly on a report 
that the holders continued to work satisfactorily under the orders of the 
Mine Superintendent The two years’ service will be reckoned &b one year 
on practical work under the supervision of the Public Works Department 
Each of these years will extend over a session of nine months' service in a 
mine, and three months’ training m assaying either nnder the Snpenntendent 
of the Mine or m the Sibpur College, as may hereafter be determined 

The Government of India guarantees each year one appointment in the 
Superior Provincial Service of the Public Works Department to a student of 
this College 


Appi entice Depat tment 

Any candidate, whose age is at least 15 and not more than 17 years, and 
who has passed the University Entrance Examination, or has passed by 
Standard VII of the Code of European Schools, is admitted without further 
test 

The number to be admitted each year is limited to 60 Applications 
for admission must reach the Principal not later than the 6th of January; 
and the session commences on the first Monday in February 

The theoretical course— including three hours daily in the shops — conti- 
nues for three and-a-half years, and the remaining year and-a-half of the 
five years' apprenticeship is spent entirely in tlie shops learning a trade 

Members of this Department must be boarders, qnd the charge for 
Europeans and Eurasians np to 25 m namber is Rs 5 each per mensem, 
whilst 5 are admitted free, and for natives up to 40 m number, Rs 2 per 
mensem bnt apprentices m excess of these numbers are received on payment 
of the same messing fees as Engineer students. 

J Stipends, 

Af ter the final examination, ten stipends of Rs 10, and ten of Rs 6 each 
tenable for one year and a half, will be awarded to those apprentices who 
paBB the best examination, both theoretical and practical 

The Government of India guarantees each year one appointment m the 
Upper Subordinate Establishment of the Railway Branch of the Public Works 
Department to an apprentice Btudent
